“Among mosquitoes the mein liers of 
the fair sex are fierce bloodsuckers, 
which inject an irritating poison into 
our skins, and they may accompany 
tin* dose of toxin with a few fever 
germs. 
Tim males lead a comparative­ 
ly tame existence, subsisting on the 
julres of plants and fruits." 
So says 
a mein I tor of the University of Wla- 
conxIn biology department 
“The female mosquito gorges herself 
with Mood Ic order that tin* eggs may 
have abundant nourishment. 
Slit- de­ 
posits her little egg raft on tin* surface 
of quiet water during the night, and it 
floats there until 
tile 
larvae hatch. 
'rho larvae are the ‘wigglers’ or ‘wiggle 
tells* which are seen in pond* and rain 
water barrels the world over. 
Though 
mosquito larvae always develop iii wa­ 
ter. they must breathe air and fre­ 
quently come to the surface. 
A fter a 
few days the larva shills its skin and 
become* a 
big headed pupa, which 
rests ut the surface until It split* up 
the back to allow the adult mosquito 
to emerge.
